CHICAGO, June 20.—The crowd that

'WASHINGTON, June 19.—The time 


of the cabinet meeting today was con- 
sumed in a larfre part by the consider- 
ation >>f the- legal qufstions involved in 
the decision of the United States Gov- 
ernment to disregard the decision of. 
the court of Virginia and seize the un- 
completed 
frunboat Oalveston at the 
Trigs shipyards in Kichmond. Attor- 
ney-General Knox presented a care- 
fully prepared opinion on the subject 
strongly affirming the right of the 
Government to disregard the injunc- 
tion grante-d yesterday in the Virginia 
Court, -which forbids the resumption of 
work or. the Galveston pending a set- 
tlement of the claim of the sub-con- 
tractors who ha.ve not been paid for 
material furnished. 
In concluding his opinion the Attor- 


ney-General says: 
"One further point remains to be 
considered. The letter of the Secretary 
of the Navy requests to be authorized 
to employ if necessary the military 
forces of the government a.t his dispo- 
sition for tho execution of his orders in 
he premises. I am loth to believe that 
occasion for such execution of the 
federal powers will arise, being confi- 
dent that any claim to interfere with 
•the national rights under the judicial 
authority of the State of Virginia 
would be promptly disposed of arid de- 
nied by tho chancery court. For this 
reason I shall defer answering that 
riuestion." 
The cabinet after considering this 


opinion unanimously decided that the 
Government case was sound and the 
program outlined yesterday by Mr. 
Moody should bo pursued. An effort 
will b<% marie to la.unrh the boat Mori- 
Jay If conditions perml1..

TWO COMPANIES ENGAGE 


IN FRIENDLf RIVALRY. 


Two great railway companies are 


now engaged in friendly rivalry for 
the development of a portion of north- 
ern California, which has hitherto been 
strangely left without railway connec- 


' tions. 
The region from San Francisco 


north to the Oregon line, 300 miles or 
more long, some. 50 miles wide, and 
bounded on the east by the lofty coast 
range, contains in Humboklt county a 
vast forest of redwood sufficient 
to 


supply the 
demtinrta of the country 


for generations. 
Two railways li;ve 


beer, built from the bay opposite San 
Frani Isco part way towtird these great 
forests, and two or three short lumber- 
ing roa.ds have been extended 
from 


Eurelia, on Humbolt Buy, the only port 
on the northern coast, but no connec- 
tions to the sou'th. north or west have 
been made. Now, however, the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe and the 
Southern Pacific are both preparing 
to built to Eureka, with the probability 
of furthern extensions to or beyond the 
Oregon line. 
The Santn Fe has ac- 


ciuirerl the Kel River* Kurekn Railroad 
running from Eureka south 25 miles 
and from tho pame point north -about 
10 miles, and also a great tract of red- 
wood timber. The Southern Pacific is 
believed to have purchased the Eureka 
& Klnmmnth River road, running Crom 
Eureka north about 23 miles, and has 
also secured large lumber properties.

ing 
carried through a separate notch, 


which holds it out to its proper width. 
The threads are finally carried over a

spool at the other end of

loom and through a groove in the end 
of the frame, held in place by "a plug.

THE 
USE OF ROSES. 


With the looming of roses the woman 


who keeps abreast of the times is on 
tho alert to gather in every leaf of the 
fragrant harvest. From time immem- 
orial.- the Orientals, have utilized roses 
for their choicest sweets and 
confec- 


tions, and for their perfumes and fla- 
vors in the preparation of rose flavors 
and potpourris, but the modern woman 
has 
been slow in i awakening to 
their 


possibilities. 


The rose pillow is now esteemed the 


acme of daintiness for the new baby's 
carriage or the bride's outfit. 


To collect a sufficient supply, mako a 


systematic tour of the garden each n-orn- 
ing while the dew is still, on, provided 
with 
basket and shears. Select 
the 


roses 
-whose petals are ready 
to fall, 


shake into the basket, snip off tho de- 
nuded stem and throw it away. 
C'arry 


the 
fragrant burden to the garret 
or 


spare'" room, where 
papers have 
been 


spread upon the floor, and empty 
the 


petals upon them. Stir and turn overy 
day until perfectly dry. transferring; to 
bags when that is accomplished. 


When a sufficient amount of petals 


has been collected, put .In pretty cases 
made of fine hemstitched handkerchiefs 
fagrotted together, through which white 
or 
rose-colored ribbon 
may be 
run. 


These wash beautifully. If something 
more elaborate Is desirable, a 
bolting 


cloth 
cover, 
embroidered 
or 
hand- 


painted 
with roses, is dainty and 
ef- 


fective. 


For rose syrup, collect fresh 
petals 


each morning and spread on a tray to 
dry. When enough have been collected 
for a tumbler of preserve, put In a '.'resh 
granite 
or porcelain 
kettle with just 


enough water to cover, and simmer until 
tender. Add sugar in the proportion of 
a. pond to each pint of Kie leaves and 
water, and cook to a rich syrup.. The 
Turkish women frequently use honey in 
place of sugar, one-half pound of 
the 


honey equaling a pound of sugar. 


This syrup gives a delicious flavor to 


a pudding 'sauce or mince meat, or it 


may be utilized as a sweet at a Turkish 
tea. Pour in glasses and seal. 


To secure rose flavoring, fill a wide- 


mouthed bottle with fresh petals, pack- 
ing 
them down as 
tight as 
possible. 


Then pour over them enough pure alcho- 
hol to submerge. 


Richer and stronger is rose brandy. 


FiU a glass Jar with fragrant petals, and 
cover with French brandy. Next day 
pour ofl! tho brandy, take out the* leaves 
and replace with fresh 
ones. Horurn 


the brandy. Do this several times, until 
the brandy Is strongly impregnated. Then 
strain and bottle tightly. Keep 41.e can 
covered during this distillation p.-ocoss. 


The petals of tho yellow rose infused 


in boiling water furnish a. delicate dyr. 
which Is attractive with old-fashion-:-'! 
rose desserts' and for home-made, camly. 


To make candled roso leaves, gaihc'r 


fresh leaves and spread them on an in- 
verted sieve or oiled paper in tho open 
air until 
slightly dry. but not 
crisp. 


Make a syrup, using a half pint of water 
and a half pound of granulated sugar, 
and boil until it spins a 
threae!. Dip 


each rose loaf in this syrup, using a hat 
pin or fine wire. They lay back in placo. 
After several hours, melt half cupful of 
fondant, add two or three drops of es- 
sence of rose, a drop of 
cochineal 
to- 


color, and a few drops of water to thin. 
Dip the leaves in this one. by one fcprin- 
kle with crystallized sugar, and return 
to tho oiled paper to harden.

time they have slipped Into sornethii g cool 
and summery and have had dinner th -y ask 
nothing more than a quiet, restful evening 
on the porch, where the men smoke and the 
girls—look pretty.
